Tho’ 
the fo.tification and improvement of 
this woble harbour hath been often 
mach talked of, and even a large fum 
granted by parliament for that purpefe, 
yet very little hath hitherto been done, 
and it ftill continues in a great meafure 
neglected. 

Haverfo-dwelt is ahandfome, popu. 
lous, trading town on the Dougledye, 
having three parith churches, befides 
one in the out parts, a-commodious 
key for f: ps of burden, a cuilom-houfe, 
a free<grammar-[choo!, a charity- 
ichooly an alms-houfe, and a fine ftone 
bridge over the Dougledye.

One could with that Shakefpeare was 
as free from flattery as Sophocles and 
Euripides. But our liberty was then in 
its dawn; fo that fome pieces of flattery 
which we find in Shakefpeare matt be af- 
cribed to the times. Fo emit fome of 
his rants about kings, which border on 
blafphemy, how abruptly has he intro- 
duced in his Macbeth a phyfician giving 
Malcolm an account of Edward's touch- 
ing for the king’s evil! and this to pay 
a fervile homage to king James, who 
highly valued himfelf for a miraculous 
ower of curing a kind of fefophulous 
sine which frequently are known 
to go away of themielves, in either fex, 
when they arrive at a certzin age.

plan. In Julins Cefar the chief charac- 
ter, which I take to be that of Brutus, 
is drawn to his hand in hiftory, as is that 
of Caffius, and therefore he had lefs dif. 
ficulty in executing 'them to fuch high 
perfection. But this conduét, eafy as it 
was to Shakeipeare, obliged him to throw 
the greateft character that nature ever 
formed into an under part. The figure 
which Cetar makes in that play is that 
of formal empty pomp, and we fee the 
poet has rid his hands of him as foon as he 
could, that he might have the more leifure 
to attend to his favourite Brutus.

with excellent fill, im great variety and 
abundance. ; 

The people are m general rather of a 
larger ftature than aap The new 
are ‘tall, ro! butt, and fincly thaped. Che 
women of the fupertor chefa are likxewre 
generally above our common fize; but 
thofe of the inferior rank are rather thik 
and fome of them remarkably finall. 

They have naturally a fine clear olive 
comp lexion, or what we call brave re 
their fkin is fmooth and delicate. Thi 
faces are in general handfome, and ther 
' and exprefiive , their tecth 
ave remarkably white and regular, ne 
breath not ta:nted with any ditas - 
able fmell, and their hair it ch efly bi acke 
The men do not refombile the original 
inhabitants of America, having long 
beards, which they wear in various 
fhapes ; and tt is furprifing thot civcum- 
cition is almoft univerfally prevalent a- 
mong them, not from any motive of re- 
licion, but cleanlinefs, which makes 
the m reproach thofe who do not tollow 
this cutlam.
